Another Zuln then 
fired at the Peince, when only ten yards 
from him, Tho Prinoe fired off bis pistols 
and faced his rapidly-increasing foes, uatil, 
menaced from his right and rear, and struck 
by another assezal, he regained the level on 
which he lirst stood in the donga, where he 
was 8) ily surrounded. He svized the 
assegai which had been thrown athim, In 
struggling with bis terrified horse, bis 
sword had fallen from ite scabbard, and he 
thna defended himaclf sgainst sevon or 
eight Zulas, who stato thet they did not 
dare to close inon him until be sank ex- 
hausted on his hip.

Till 1 p.m., the action was confined to the 
artillery fire, which was #0 well sustained 
and directed by the enomy that our 
superior quality of armament failed to com- 
pensate for our inferlor numbor of guna. 
Afiet development of rifle fro our brcech- 
loaders told, bat a vigorous advance of 
cavalry against our loft, sud Gazis alorg 
thu front, caused the Native Infantry to 
fall back iu confusion on the 66th, aband- 
oiting two guns. Formation being lost the 
Infantry retrosted slowly, and in spite of 
the gallant efforts of Geueral Burrows to 
rally them, were cat off from the cavalry 
and Artillery. After severe fighting in in- 
clorod ground, General Burrowa succeeded 
in extricating the infantry, and brought 
them into line of ratreat; unfortunately, 
no efforts could turn the fugitives from the 
main road, waterless at this sacason. Thus 
the majority of casualties appear to have 
occurred from thirst and exhaustloo. The 
enemy’s persuit continned to ten miles from 
Candabar, but was not vigorous, Cavalry, 
atlillory anda fow infantry reached the 
Banka of the Argandah, forty miles from 
the scono of action, at 7 a.m. The following 
is the estimated loss in-killed and missing : 
—tho 66th 400, Gronadier 350, Jacobs 
Rifles 350, Artiilery 40, Suppers 21, Oaval- 
ty 60, Officors killed or missing :—Major 
Blackwood, Osborne and Maclaino of the 
Artillery, Hono of the Engineors, Galbraith 
Meltath, Garratt, Roberts, Kayner, Honey- 
wood, Bush and Obute of the 68th, and 
Owen 8rd Cavalry ; liinde and Whitby of 
the Grenadiers, Smith, Justice Colo of 
Jacobs’ Rifles.

In our report of the mocting hold on 
Monday at the hong of Measrs.Blain and 
Co., to consider the dispute with the Yik 
Kco bong in reference to the weighing of a 
cortain shop of tea bought by Mesera 
Major and Oo., we omitted to mention 
that, iu addition to the names of the 
gentlemen given os being present, lottera 

ad boon received from other foreign firms 
interested in tho tea trade expressing 
sympathy with Mossrs Blain and Gos and 
saying that they wero ready to support aby 
moastrea that might be decided upon to 
restrain tho action of tho Tea Guild. 
Though the toa trade was fairly well ro- 
presented, the proceedings would havo 
carried greater weight if thero had been a 
full attendance, Tho importance of tho 
main question at issuc, tho illegal ond 
unjustifiable action of tho Guild, was cer- 
tainly worthy of the consideration of all 
who dosire free and untrammelled trade ; 
and it was satisfactory io find that tho 
gentlemen present unitedly condemned the, 
toleration of any interforonco from the 
Guild in trado matters. But for the time 
being Messrs Blain and Co. had to tolerate 
its interference, i 
portunely mentioncd when it was suggested 
the Guild should be ignored, The time 
has gono by for associations of the kind to 
be ignored, and tho exposure of their 
proceedings is an obstacle to the progress 
of their insidious influence. Mossrs Blain 
and Co. acted wisely in having the cause 
of their dispute with the Guild publicly 
discussed, and it was a forthor step in the 
right direction for the meeting to decide 
that the minutes of the proceodings should 
he forwarded to the Chambor of Commerce 
to be recorded in their books. Such 
rocords, together with the publicity which 
has been given to the facts of the dispute, 
will go a long way to falsify the argument 
that Guilds do not exercise influence in 
trade mattera, bat exist purely for religious 
and benevolent parposes,—which it will be 
romembered was ‘the contention of the 
dofendants in the Swatow Guild Case.
